neither is it to be forgotten before the Month ſpins out to 

thin ſuch Roots as grow too thick, aud to replant thoſe

Work, if the Tree be too weighty, let it be lifted up per- 
pendicularly with the Hand alone, by applying a Triangle 
and a Pulley thereto, and with a Rope and à broad Horſee:- 
girth at the end, wrapped about the ſtem to prevent gal- 
ling, pull out rxhe Tree with competent Mould: ſticking to 
it; having before looſem d it from the ſides of the caſe, and 
ſo with eaſe transfer it into anotaer:;z theſe caſes are to be 
filed with natural Earth, mixing it wich one part of rot- 
ten Cow dung, tho ſome prefer Horſe · dung, or very mel- 
low Soil ſereened and prepared ſome time befote; but if 
this be too ſtiff, let a little Lime bei d iſcreetly ſifted there- 
withg or rather Sea Coal Aſhes, or the rotten Sticks and 
Stuff ſound in hoHow Willows ; and if the Mould want 
binding, a little loamy Earth: Then let the too thick and 
extravagant Roots be cut a little, eſpecially at bottom;

if it appear too much mottify'd, ſo as that the Aſparagus 
do not ſhoot up briskly enough, then the recruiting of 
this Path-way with freſh Dung and ſtirring mult be re- 


peated as often as it ſhall be neceſſary, which may be 
once every ten or twelye days: But if the Dung be rot- 


ten with the Weather, and appear not to have ſufficient 
beat, it mult be quite removed, and its place ſupply'd a- 
new; for the bed is always to be kept extremely hot. As 


to the cold bed, wherein the Plants are, the Ground muſt 


be digged up and ſtirred v little in it, to the depth of a-
